They lunched on over-
coats, dress wults, fancy furs, and for desert
dined on derbles and velvet collars

it is posaible that the moths were aware
of the fact that camphor balls are almost
as dear as beefstenl. In faot, they are
four timos the price they sold for before
the war.

As o resull. many wers permitted to re-
main In captivity In drug stores, and the
moths made thelr spring and summer drives
agninst the ralment of poor humans with
little apponition.

Community Cooking Among
Measurea for Bettering House-
wives' Hard Lot Advoeated
by Dr. Elizabeth Baer

NOMINEE OF S8OCIALISTS

The first woman to be nominated for
Congressman-at-Largs sast of the Missla-
sippl River ia Dr. Ellzabeth Raer, of Phil-
adalphis. Doctor Baer. a practicing physi-
clan, haa besn nominated by the Soclallst
party for the ition of Congressman-ats
Liarge of the Sthte of Pennaylvania.

“In the Soclalist party,” sald Doctor
Baer today, “1 have charge of the eduoa-
tional department, We. my associates In
this department and myself, alm 1o bring a
better understanding of sociallnm to the
young people who joln our movement If
elected, 1 should endeavor to keep up my
educational work. Only my sphers of In-
Nuence would be broadensd; it would in-
clude my fellow Congressmen.”

But Daotor Flaer, If electnd, would not
rely solely on indirect Influence to better
conditiona: she would block mensures that
were not for the public good,

FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN

*“1 would work for better conditions for
women and children—to make homea &
good place for women to stay In and to
Eive every child an opportunity to get an
education and a start in life"
The remaking of the home of the average
American family is a problem that Interests
Doctor Basr. A man at his job works a
cartaln number of hours a day; a house-
wife's work is never done. The idea that
she must stay in the housa in order to maks
n home of It is old fashioned. In the thou.
sands of little homes in tha city, says Doe-
tor Baer, every Monday morning, at the
wame early hour, the wesk's washing goes
out on so many clotheslines. The dally
drudgery goes on day In, day out, Rhres
meals & day, 365 days a year and will go
on under existing conditions. Thesa condi-
tiona Doctor Basr would remady in this
wWay:

“Community k!tchens in apartment homes
would bs n means to solving the woman
problem.” sald Doctor Baer, "Not apart-
ment houses as they are today, small rooms,
poorly ventilnted and lighted; but large
rooms, hotmelike and comfortable. The
community kitchen would be managed by
n staff of mpeciallsts, a cook who would
attend to nothing but the meats, & pastry
onok to concoct dessorts, a eook who would
prepare vegetables only. A capaclous court-
vard would serve as a playground for the
children; a trained kindergartner would
supervise their play. In brief, community
life econducted by specialists would give
woman—the hardworking housewife—an
opportunity to creats g real homs for her
family, It takes more than blacking a
stove dally and putting out the slop can to
meke o home."

Every woman has an antipathy for the
dally drudgery that goes to keep a home
In order, clalma Doctor Baer, As soon as
the head of the family has a surplus it is
used to hira a housshold servant. As soon
AN & woman can, she gets another woman
to do her housshold worle. But there's still
a woman doing the monotonous work. And
Doctor Baesr wants to readjust matiers so
that there won't ba any monotonous work
for any woman to do.

FAVORS BPECIALIZATION.

“The whole tendency in esducation Is to
mpecializs,” sald Doclor Baer, “Speclalluts
will do the same work In leas time and they
will have regular hours. Thelr work will
bave an end,
“The work of the future,”" prediots Dootor
Baor, “wlll bo mocial. And my use of the
word social In not in accord with the defl.
nitlon generally accepted. The soclal work
of the future will not suggest philanthropy,
na It doesn today. The word will stand for
work for the community, for the benefit of
all. For Instance, forestry, landscaps gar-
doning and the cultivation of community
gardens will attract the next generation.
Work donae for the community will be more
interesting than work for private Indivia-
uale. And that is one form of practical
sociallam ; work done for the beneft of all
and the profit of none
Doctor Baer has just returned from the
national convention of the Buffrage party,
to which she went as delegate of the Boelal-
int ‘party.
“Of course T am a stanch suffragist and
am also in favor of a Federal amendment.”
Though Doctor Baer Is not at all confident
of election to Congreas and feurs that, even
If her campalgn be succesaful, some consti-
tutional objection would be Drought up to
unseat her, she belleves that soclalism is
putting its handwriting on the wall,
“The threatoned strike of 400,000 rallrond
men—well, that shows we're golng some.
Four hundred thousand men stood together
and then they got what they wanted, In
New York several unions have offered to
g0 on A& sympathetic strike to bring quick

Made of Roses

The last roses of summer may bs made
into grant potpourrl. For the rose or
potpourri jar: Gather the rossa on &

bright sunny day, at a time when there
is no dew or moisture on them, You should
have to recelve them a jar with a double
lid, of rather, two llds, an outside and &an
Inner, Pack the rose petals In the jar In
two-ineh Iayers, with a liberal sprinkling
of salt between the layers, Each day add
freash petals and salt. You will ind that
the leaves mettle rapldly. When the jar
will hold no more, put it away in a cool,
dark closet, ono that s quite free from
dampnesn. After a few days empty the
leaves on a platter and pour over them @
mixture made of one-half tablespoonful oll
of ross geranlum, two drops of glycerin,
ons tablespoonful of pure aleohol, one tea-
spoonful each of ground cloves and ground
cinnramon, six dropa each nf.ll of lavender
and oll of rosemury, one ounce of powdered
Tonka bean and two ounces of powdered
orris. Thin Is for a medlum-sized jar, say
six by five. RNeturn the leaves to the Jar
and for a month open and stir every few
daye. After that let the inner lid remaln
on parmanently,
